4. Claims 3-19, 22, 24, 26-28, 3 1-34, and 36-41 are allowed and have been renumbered as 
1-32. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As was indicated in the previous Office action, claims 3-15, 17, 19, 22, and 24 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. Applicant responded by amending claims 3, 15, 17, 19, and 22 in such a 
manner, and accordingly, these claims, and claims 4-14, 16, 18, 24, 26-28, 31-34, and 36-41, 
which depend from aforementioned claims, are allowed. 

The prior art of record fails to expressly teach or fairly suggest the generation, 
consolidation of the source node dependencies to facilitate source loop path node selection and 
processing in the context of the remaining limitations recited in claim 3, 

The prior art of record fails to expressly teach or fairly suggest the source loop path node 
processing for creating a hierarchy piatch list in the context of the remaining limitations recited 
in claim 15. 

The prior art of record fails to expressly teach or fairly suggest the specific combination 
of conditional code generation specified in claims 17 and 19, in the context of the remaining 
limitations recited in those claims. 
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The prior art of record fails to expressly teach or fairly suggest the detection of multiple 
source loop paths while determining source node dependencies in the context of the remaining 
limitations recited in claim 22.
